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VERY mission field has it sown peculiar difficul- 
ties and hard features. India has been called 
the hardest of all mission fields. One of the

caste. Caste isa Portuguese word, meaning race, 
and is used in a special sense of the classes into 
which the Hindus are divided. It ig ‘‘ the most dis- 
astrous and blighting of human institutions.” By 
all nations if is regarded as the characteristic fea- 
ture of the Hindus. Principal Caird says: “The 
system of caste involves the worst of all wrongs to 


humanity in that it hallows evil by the authority 





and sanction of religion.” ‘The Hindu by day 
and by night, at home or abroad, in waking, sleep- 
ing, eating, drinking, in all the customs of the so- 
ciety in which he moves, and in the events deter- 
mining his entire life, is always under the pervad- 
ing and overmastering influence of caste.” Accord- 
ing to native testimony, ‘‘it is by means of caste 
distinctions that the Hindu religion has been so 
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well preserved; and when this support is removed, 
there can be no doubt that it will sink to destruc- 
tion.” 

The common belief among the Hindus is that 
originally there were but four castes. The Brah- 
man sprang from the mouth of the Supreme Being, 
and is chief of the whole creation. He can be su- 
perior to moral law when it clashes with his worldly 
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interests. The second caste is the Kshatriya or 
warrior caste. These sprang from the arms of 
Brahm, The third caste is the Vaishya—the mer- 
chants, the agriculturalists and the keepers of cat- 
tle. These sprang from the thighs of Brahm. The 
fourth and lowest is the Shudra who sprang from 
the feet of Brahm. He is the servant of all and 
was created especially for the comfort and well- 
being of the other three. His degradation is com- 
plete. He was not permitted to sacrifice or read 
the sacred books. 

The true origin of caste arose out of different 
races (the white or Aryan, the dark, the conquer- 
ors and the conquered); the difference in employ- 


downtrodden, and his touch is still polution to 
higher castes. These castes have each many sub- 
divisicns, Mr. Sherring states that there are 2,000 
subdivisions of Brahmans. None of these would 
sit down and eat a meal with each other on the 
same carpet, or intermarry. They would be ex- 
communicated. And the low castes are just as 
scrupulous to observe all their caste prejudices and 
regulations. ; 

Caste is one of the most iniquitous social evils of 
which we know. The great social evils of this land 
of which we read so much, Z. e., child-marriage, 
the treatment of widows, and the universal debt 
caused by expensive caste feasts and expensive 
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ment and the difference of place. It is now derived 
from birth alone. A low caste man can never be- 
come a high caste map, nor vice versa; a higher 
position can never be bestowed as a reward for 
merit. His birth fixes his destiny, and the inevita- 
bleness of it, fixes his aspirations and ambitions. 
But wa will take a leap from the beginnings and 
growth of caste fo Modern India and deal with the 
subject as we now find it. 

Tugtead of four we now find hundreds of castes. 
Many of them are formed by occupations—the gar- 
dener, blacksmith, weaver and farmer, etc, The 
supremacy of the Brahman still remains, and in 
some quarters he is regarded as a little less than 
Divine. And the low castes are still as deeply 


wedding customs, are all bound together by caste; 
while caste is the great obstacle to public reform at 
any point. And itis one of the greatest foes to the 
gospel of Christ that the devil presents in this land. 

1. It crushes individual liberty. Caste has thou- 
ands of regulations. The known violation of these 
is punished with excommunication. Dear readers, 
you do not know what it meaus in this country to 
be thus out.casted. None of his own caste or other 
castes will associate with him; no one will eat or 
drink with him; no one will buy from him or sell 
to him; no one will marry his children; no temple 
will receive him as a worshipper; and when he dies 
no one will carry him to the grave. Can you won- 
der that with such a sword hanging over their 
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headu, that few men will act upon their convic- 
tions, if those convictions are opposed to caste? 
Thousands of men and women in India to day be- 
lieve the gospel message, and yet have drawn back, 
not being able to pay the cost of being ostracized. 
For most of these caste sins atonement can be made 
and they restored to caste by taking prayaschit 
(atonement) of which the least you can say is that 
it isa degrading ceremony. Then also by making 
gifts to Brahmans, by giving expensive caste feasts, 
by penance and pilgrimage. The atonement for 
each offender is usually prescribed by the caste 
panch or council, When entering a new village for 
work, the enemy often stirs up the cry: “These 
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injured, or dying, have been left to suffer, because 
those near them were of a different caste and would 
not touch them. I have been told that public feel- 
ing was changing in this respect. On long railway 
journeys pious orthodox Hindus suffer rather than 
eat any food in a train lest the shadow of a low- 
caste fellow passenger would defile it. Men will 
suffer for both food and drink rather than take it 
from the hands of another caste or European. 
Years ago, I was carried forty miles, largely through 
a jungle, in a palanquin. One of the bearers was 
overcome for some reason and begged for water. 
We had not passed any for some hours, and finally 
T offered him some from a bottle of water that I 
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missionaries have come to break our caste,” and it 
is difficult to get near the people. But for becom- 
ing a Christian, the most heinous of all sins, there 
has been, until of late, no atonement. Baptism 
forever oul casted aman. This has made the trial 
atill greater in becoming a Christian; for the step 
once taken, there was no remedy. Of late, the 
Hindu reformers alarmed at the progress of Chris- 
tianity, have op’ nly stated in their papers and 
councils that it should not be made go hard fora 
man once baptized to return if he wanted to, but 
that the way for the ‘‘repenting one” should be 
made easy. 

The heart is hardened against suffering. Most 
harrowing cases have been known where the sick, 





had. He reached out for it eagerly, but his fellow 
caste men rushed at him with clenched fists, defy- 
ing him to touch it. He dragged after us wearily 
till we came toa dirty pool of water, and they let 
him drink! 

8. Moral sense is: blunted and it makes religion 
consist in outward ceremonies. A man may bea 
drunkard, a debauchee, a thief, or be guilty of per- 
jury or murder; yet if init he violates no special 
caste rule, the public is unmoved. But let him 
have a little beef mixed in his food and his religion 
is gone! This same man dare not take a glass of 
clean water from a European, receive food or drink 
in suffering from the hands of another caste; dare 
not marry a widow, or renounce his sins and be- 
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come a follower of the meek and lowly Jesus, with- 
out excommunication and public scorn. 

4. It prohibits foreign travel. For a long time 
when some of our best men went to England or 
abroad to complete their education and take their 
degree, they were compelled to make atonement on 
their return. And others were deterred by this 
reason. But lately that has been removed. 

5. It encourages pride and arrogance in the high 
castes and forever crushes into the dust the low 
caste man. If alow caste boy enters a government 
school, he is given a seat by himself aside from the 
others and his life made miserable generally. There 
is only here and there a boy that has the pluck to 
persevere through it. Of late years low caste boys 
and Christians are becoming decided competitors 
with the high caste men in positions. 


6. It prevents social intercourse between Euro-. 


peans and caste men. Men of equal education, 
though they may be great friends, can dine to- 
gether. If aman of one caste loves a woman of 
another caste he cannot marry her. It has been 
the cause of endless rows at the public water pipes. 
Christian communities have suffered sore persecu- 
tion here. If a high caste woman carrying a pot 
of water is accidentally touched in the street by a 
low caste person, she throws the water away, scrubs 
the pot and refills it. If her dress is touched she 
goes home and washes it. But few high caste 
ladies would shake hands with me in the evening, 
as she would have to bathe, and the evening is an 
inconvenient time to bathe. Women are the great- 
est sticklers for caste. Hindu gentlemen have 
therefore contemptuously said that the Hindu re- 
ligion belongs to the kitchen. No matter how 
friendly my intercourse with any Hindu friends 
may be, I cannot invite them to dine with me. 
And if they are brave enough to invite me, my food 
ig set off to one side by myself. There can be but 
little interchange of such courtesies between us. 
You can see what a barrier this is to free inter- 
course with the people to get the language. We 
are rarely ever taken into the inner circle of their 
homes, as we would be if learning French or Ger- 
man in France and Germany. 

To a new comer much of this looks foolish, non 
sensical, and childish; and often a feeling of con- 
tempt arises for people who will not break from it. 
But when you come to know and love the people, 
your sympathies are stirred and you realize that 
thousands of them are sinned against by this dread- 
fulsystem. To many of them it isa hard bondage, 
and without Christ itis not strange that they see 
no way out. Many of the prejudices that look un- 
reasonable to us are bred into them from infancy. 
We tooka high caste boy into our school. The 
first Saturday, when it came the boys’ turn to have 
meat with their rice, I found him with dry rice on 
his plate. And when I asked about the meat he 
said sadly: ‘I cannot eat it, It seems as if I were 
eating my mother,” so sacred had he regarded the 
cow. In speaking of eggs one day with my pundit, 


he said quietly: ‘‘I never saw one broken in my 
life,” and as he spoke he shuddered at the thought. 
I saw the feeling in both cases was genuine, and I 
have never regarded lightly such “prejudices” again. 

You may ask, ‘‘Is this true of modern India?” 
In the villages and in the towns away from large 
cities and education this is still literally true. But 
our ‘‘young India”-—the educated classes, there 
has for several years been a great change growing. 
Caste among them is very elastic. The public 
winks at much. Gentlemen buy tea at railway sta- 
tions and some of them buy cake. A friend of mine 
was in a second-class railway compartment with 
several Brahman ladies. One of them only was or- 
thodox and from Benares—the heart of Hinduism. 
She was much shocked at her fellow travelers who 
could read, who chatted freely and gaily; and asa 
crown to all their offenses, they bought tea and cake 
at the railway station! A sight was seen at the 
last National Congress in Poona which we trust 
may be prophetic with a speedy fulfillment. Brah- 
mans, educated Hindus of other castes, and native 
Christians all bought tea at a refreshment stand 
together! They were all away from home! Some 
men will eat meat on the sly. A young Hindu once 
wanted us to prepare meat for him privately. My 
husband refused on the ground that unless he was 
willing to do it openly, he was unwilling to help 
makeahypocriteofhim. 

There is a growing class of men who defy caste 
at many points. By the orthodox they are con- 
temptuously called ‘“‘ Reformed.” The public winks 
at it until some one goes too far and_ it. causes a 
scandal; and then there is public war and_ trial. 
At all their public gatherings, these great social 
evils are arrayed, denounced, and resolutions are 
made, Then they go home, practice caste, marry 
their little girls, and the trials of widows go on un- 
touched. The vernacular papers at this time are 
an interesting study. There are telling and cut- 
ting articles in them on these questions. _ It is evi- 
dent that among the orthodox there is at “present 
much alarm and concern. The press is especially 
bitter against missionaries and Christianity. A re- 
ligious conference was recently held in Bombay by 
the orthodox to see how Hinduism can be strength. 
ened ! 

Was there ever a land, so bowed, so bound and 
crushed, as dear India? Are there not scores of 
young men and women who want to throw their 
lives in against all this? Does it not appeal to the 
home force for prayer? There are hundreds of 
young men in India ‘‘in tho valley of decision” 
whom caste holds from making an open confession 
of Christ. We have a growing conviction that 
there will not be a deep work except through re- 
vivals and outpourings of the Spirit which are usu- 
ally accompanied by deep conviction of sin, We 
believe nothing but the latter will ever: enable 
young men to step over the barriers of caste, ..Pub- 
lic opinion can be forgotten in the presence of an 
injured God. May we all be driven to prayer that 
God may be manifested among us! Truly, Jesus is 
the answer to India’s deepest need.

‘‘And because of this very thing, giving all diligence, add to 
your faith.” II. Peter i, 5. 

‘Wherefore, brethren, give the more diligence to make your 
cailing and election sure.”’? II. Peter i. to. 


'HIS stirring message of the apostle Peter is 
addressed to those who have already been not 
only saved, but also sanctified. They have 

obtained like precious faith with us. They have 
become partakers of the Divine nature, and they 
have escaped the corruption that is in the world 
through lust. 

These experiences denote a very definite and ad- 
vanced experience in the Christian life, and they 
certainly involve full consecration and the inward 
cleansing and the baptism with the Holy Ghost of 
the persons referred to. The aorist tense is em- 
ployed in the original in describing their having 
escaped the corruption that is in the world through 
lust, and this, as every Greek scholar knows, de- 
notes an act definitely performed at a certain fixed 
moment in the past. This, then, is the standpoint 
from which the apostle’s appeal is to be considered 
calling them and us, notwithstanding this advance 
to give diligence for a yet farther advance, and 
even when we have done this, to give the more 
diligence yet to make our calling and election sure. 

The force of the apostle’s language, when liter- 
ally construed, is even more emphatic. . The literal 
translation of the fifth verse is—‘‘ Because of ‘this, 
giving all diligence, add to your faith.” It is be- 
cause you have been sanctified and made par- 
takers of the Divine nature through the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost that you have now the encour- 
agement and the resources to go forward, and 
grow up into all the fullness of Christian maturity. 

There are really three critical points in the life 
of every saved man. The first is when he becomes 
converted, and is transformed and transferred from 
the kingdom of darkness to the kingdom of God’s 
dear Son; the second is when he becomes fully 
consecrated through the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
becoming a partaker of the Divine nature; and the 
third is when, having received the Holy Ghost, he 
presses forward into all the fullness of Jesus, and 
ali the forward steps to which this message sum- 
mons us. It is a very serious thing for a converted 
soul to stop short of the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
and it is just as serious a thing for the Spirit- 
baptized Christian to rest in that experience, and 
to fail to give all diligence to make his calling and 
election sure.

I. THE CALL TO GO FORWARD. 

‘*Giving all diligence, add to your faith virtue, 
knowledge,” etc. All these graces are to be added 
to our faith. They are not to be added to ourselves 
or to our works. They are not the results of effort 
and attainment, but they are all gifts appropriated 
by simple faith. One by one we realize our need 
of them, and claim them from the Lord. The 
word “add” is a very striking metaphor. Literally 
it means—chorus. It refers to a chorus choir made 
up of many parts and pieces, all together forming 
a perfect harmony. The idea of the figure is that 
our whole Christian life is to become a complete 
harmony. Every grace and gift of the Spirit is 
blended that our character shall be symmetrical 
and complete, and our whole life shall be one har- 
monious chorus of praise and glory to our God. 

At one of our recent meetings the remark was 
made that some one had inquired about the theo- 
logy we taught. The answer was happily given 
that the theology had all become doxology. This 
is really what the apostle means, that our life shall 
become a living Hallelujah to God and the Lamb. 

First he says, “ Add to your faith virtue.” This 
really means courage, spiritual manhood, courage- 
ous faith that dares to believe all that God has 
promised, courageous obedience that dares to do 
all that God commands, courageous patience that 
dares to suffer all that man imposes or God per- 
mits. Lack of courage will render futile almost 
every other gift and blessing. The heights of 
Christian achievement and reward come to Him 
that dares, 

Next is knowledge. Our courage must be in- 
telligent, Our daring must not be thrown away 
by recklessness. First, we need to know ourselves 
and our utter worthlessness, nothingness and help- 
lessness, and then we need to know our God, and 
the fullness of His provision, and His promises for 
all our failure, insufficiency and need. There is 
not a situation that comes to us in life but is 
covered by some promise of the Holy Book, and a 
true knowledge of the resources and provisions of 
Divine grace will arm us for every situation. 

Next, we need temperance or self-government— 
the power to say ‘‘No” to ourselves and others, 
the power to reject our natural impulses, and to 
refuse our selfish passions and desires, and stand 
self-conquerors on life’s battlefield. We cannot do 
this by virtue of our own will power. Self-govern- 
ment is the gift of God. The hardest foe you have 
to fight is yourself. It is easier to resist the devil 
and deny your fellowmen than to say ‘‘No” to the 
soft pleadings of your fond affections, your selfish 
passions, or your long established habits ; but God 
in you can conquer even you, and bring every 
thought into subjection to the obedience of Christ. 

Next, you need patience. Life is full of trial, 
pain and wrong. It will come from the world 
around you, from the people you come in contact 
with, and from the heavens above you. Some of _ 


it may be resisted and overcome, but most of it 
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must be endured, and patience is the last thing the 
human heart ever learns. It is natural to murmur 
and complain, to worry and fret, to resist and 
rebel. It is only Divine to yield, to endure, to for- 
give, to kiss the rod and bless the hand that smites. 
It is only to your faith that you can add patience. 
It must be taken as the gift of God’s free grace 
from the heart of Jesus and the hand of the Holy 
Ghost. Nothing but His gentle indwelling pres- 
ence can transform the wild beast of the carnal 
heart into the suffering lamb and the gentle dove 
of the heavenly life. But this is just what He can. 
do and will do for those who are willing to receive 


it ext is godliness. That is the gracious quality 
that points upward to God, erect as the palm-tree, 
and single as the compass to the pole, seeing God 
in everything, and seeking only to be approved of 
Him, It is this that gives loftiness and sublimity 
to the life and character, and lifts us above the 
vicissitudes of time and the circumstances of life, 
to dwell on high amid the munitions of rocks. 
This also is the gift of sovereign grace. This is 
unnatural and impossible to the earthbound human 
heart; but we can add it to our faith. We can 
take from Christ through the Holy Spirit a saintli- 
negs as sacred, as sublime as the spirit of Enoch, 
Isaiah or John. 

But godliness alone is incomplete without the 
broader circle of brotherly kindness. 

Godliness gives altitude, but brotherly kindness 
gives latitude to our Christian character. A 
saintly soul may dwell alone in a little circle of 
spiritual enjoyment, and let the great world weep 
and die all around without a thought, a tear or 
an effort to bless and save. But brotherly kindness 
and charity reach out to those around us, and bring 
us into sympathy and touch with our fellow Christi- 
ang and our fellow men. 

Brotherly kindness takes in the whole household 
of faith, but charity reaches out. to the whole 


world beyond. We need both circles to bring us - 


into perfect oneness with the heart of God and the 
fullness of Christian life and character. 

Now the apostle tells us we are not only to add 
these qualities to our faith, but we are to multiply 
them in such abundance that they shall be in us, 
and abound, and our life shall be not only sym- 
metrical but full and overflowing with all the rich- 
ness of His glorious grace. 

il. MOTIVES AND INCENTIVES TO GO FORWARD. 

1, It will save us from a curse of indolence and 
idleness; ‘For if these things be in you and 
abound, they make you that ye shall neither be 
jdle nor unfruitful in the perfect knowledge of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” Idleness is the curse of s9- 
ciety, and it is the bane of Christian life. God has 
not given us a single moment that we can afford 
to lose, and a truly earnest life will have work 
enough for every instant until life’s speedy close. 

Oh, the waste of precious moments and golden 
hours! Qh, the sorrow that you are laying up in 








store, when some day, you shall come to the last 
moment, and as you cry for longer years, a voice 
shall tell you that you cut off the end of your life 
in the middle, and that the wasted years of indo'- 
ence were really taken from life’s close] The man 
or woman that gives all diligence to make his call- 
ing and election sure, will not have an instant to 
spend in gossip or wasting pastime, or while away 
in the oblivion of needless rest or selfish pleasure. 
Every moment will be golden, and every hour of 
sunshine laden with eternal spoil. 

The words ‘‘give diligence” literally mean in 
the beautiful Greek language—‘“‘make speed.” It 
is really the same word as speed. The Greek word 
is spoudazo which literally means—‘‘ speed on.” 

2. It will save you from unfruitfulness: ‘‘ Here- 
in is My Father glorified that ye bear much fruit, 
so shall ye be My disciples.” Fruitlessness and dis- 
cipleship are incompatible, but the tree does not 
bear fruit until it is planted, watered, pruned and 
thoroughly rooted and established. A deeply spir- 
itual life is the source of abundant fruitfulness. 
Are you bearing fruit for God ¢ or is it only leaves? 

8. It will save you from shortsightedness. ‘‘He 
that lacketh these things is blind, and cannot see 
afar off.” How true this is of multitudes of Christi- 


-ans! They are absorbed in present things. The 


little troubles or pleasures of to.day fill all their 
mind and thought and being, and they seldom lift 
their eyes to the far off vision of the future, and 
they cannot see the crown which heavenly hands 
are holding out from above. They have not been 
delivered from this present evil world. They are in 
the bondage of the things that are seen. They are 
like the little sail boats that toss and tumble on 
the waves, upset by a trifling gust of wind or a 
passing billow, instead of like the great ocean 
liners that strike their keels deep down in the sea, la- 
den with thousands oftons, pressing forward to the 
distant port on the other side of the ocean, and 
sailing on unmoved by surf or stormy wind. Oh, 
let us be the ocean liners, with our eyes upon the 
harbor lights of heaven, and our souls settled and 
weighed down with one great purpose and one 
supreme end. Oh, let us be saved from the things 
that are seen, and this present evil world. Oh, let 
us not lose the vision that calls us from above. But 
the vision depends upon our spiritual elevation. 
Abraham could not see the land of promise un- 
til he got up above the lowlands of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, and separated from Lot and all the 
selfish world which he represented. Men place 
their telescopes on the mountain tops, where, high 
above the mists of earth, they can see the stars and 
constellations; so our vision and our power to com- 
prehend the things of God and the things of the 
future increase as we rise to higher spiritual condi- 
tions. It is the man that dwells on high that shall 
see the King in His beauty and the land of far 
distances. ' ; 
4. It will save us from spiritual forgetfulness 
and the loss of our past experiences and our higher 
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spiritual conceptions. There is something very 
dreadful in the picture of the man who rests down 
in easy self-complacency, and fails to press on to 
higher things. He hath forgotten, the apostle 
gays, that he was purged from his old sins. The very 
memory of past experiences fades away, and he 
can scarcely realize what it was like once to know 
the joy of sins forgiven, and the ecstacy of Divine 
communion. 

Yes, it is possible to become spiritually so para- 
lyzed and dead that we shall even wonder if what 
we once enjoyed was not after all a delusion or a 
dream. We shall lose even our ideals of Divine 
things. There will be no vision to attract us, no 
voice to lure ug on. The light upon the heavenly 
hills will fade, and we shall settle down to an 
awful content, satisfied to live like the boasts that 
perish, and dying perhaps without either a hope or 
a fear, because the soul is already dead. If we 
would keep what we have, beloved, we must press 
farther on. 

5. It will make our calling and election sure, and 
save us from coming short of God’s highest and 
best. ‘‘ Wherefore the rather, brethren, give di- 
ligence to make your calling and election sure. 

What ig our calling and election? Is it our sal- 
vation? Why, no; that is sure the moment we 
believe the promise and accept the Saviour. But 
there is something far more than merely escaping 
the wrath to come, and entering the citizenship of 
heaven. There is an high calling and an out- 
election ; for the word ‘election ” here is prefixed, 
in the Greek, with the proposition ek, which means 
“out of,” and it denotes a selection out of the 
mass for some higher place of service and reward. 

What does a human election mean? It means a 
a selection of a man from among his fellows for 
some place of trust and honor. God has His high 
places, too, for those who overcome and count all 
things but loss for Him. And this election can 
only be made sure by the most tremendous dili- 
gence. Now, just ag in human elections, there is 
first a calling and candidacy, and then an election 
from among the candidates. So in the heavenly 
race many are called, but few are chosen. There 
are Gideon’s ten thousand taken out of the thirty 
thousand, and then there are God's three hundred 
taken out of Gideon’s ten thousand. A few months 
aga certain men were called to be candidates for 
tne bighest offica in this land. A few months 
hence one of thease men will be elected to hold this 
high office. So, beloved, many of us have been 
called ont for the marriage of the Lamb, and the 
crowns of ¢he millennial day ; but all are not go- 
ing to win them. “‘Wherofore the rather, brethren, 
give diligence to make both your calling ‘and elec- 
tion sure.” : 

6. It will keep you from stumbling: “Yor if 
ye do these things ye shall never fall.” Theo 
word fall does not mean to fall away, but to fall 
by the way. Literally, it means to stumble. Ah! 


how often we ‘have stumbled and gathered our- 


selves up again with! aching brows and bruised 
limbs, and prestige broken, and hearts discouraged, 
and wished, oh, how we have wished, that some 
day we might never fall again! Thank God, there 
is One that is ‘“‘able to keep us from stumbling and 
present us faultless before the presence of His 

lory with exceeding joy.” And if we will give 

iligence to take all the fullness that He has to 
give, and to enter into this glorious life of doxology 
and triumph, we shall never fall; but higher and 
higher, steadfast, unmovable, always abounding in 
the work of the Lord we shall press on stronger 
and steadier, and more victorious and, glorious, un- 
til we meet an entrance abundantly into the ever- 
rate kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 

rist, 

7. Finally, this will bring us such an abundant 
entrance. There are two ways of going in. One 
like the ship all battered and torn, with cargo lost, 
masts wrecked, rigging torn away, all unexpected 
and unannounced, tugged into the harbor by some 
little towboat, and laid up in the drydock for re- 
pairs ; and the other with flags all flying, and mul- 
titudes on the dock to bid her welcome, with pre- 
cious cargo all safe, and passenger list all complete, 
with a long train of princes on board, and all hea- 
ven waiting to meet the entrance of a victorious — 
soul. That is the other picture. 

To make the figure still more stirring, the same 
Greek word “chorus” is again introduced. An oen- 
trance shall be chorused unto you abundantly, 
There are trains of ministering ones and choirs of 
heavenly singers and loud acclamations as you en- 
ter in. Whence come these chorus choirs? Ah, they 
are the same that we met with in the fifth verse? 
They are the ministering ong virtues, victories, 
triumphs of your earthly life. They are all here to 
meet you at the end, to meet you here and greet 
you as you enter in, —the self-denials that you gladly 
accepted, the sacrifices that you joyfully made, 
the victories that you nobly won, the souls that 
you brought to Jesus, the hearts that you com- 
forted and helped, the friits that grew from your 
loving and unselfish life, — all these shall gather, at 
the last, to bid you welcome ; and the song shall 
swell and the shouts shall echo, until the heavenly 
hosts shall answer it again with the rapturous 
welcome :— 

Servant of God, Well done, 
Rest from thy loved employ, 


‘The battle fought, the victory won, 
Enter thy Master’s joy. 


But I behold another scene. I see agoul passing 
through the gates under very different circum- 
stances. I hear an awful voice that speaks from 
heaven, “This night they require thy soul of thee.” 
‘Who are “they” that wait to meet thy soul. They 
are the sins of thy life. They are the victims of 
thy crimes. They are’ the demons that tempted 
thee and led thee at their will. They are the re- 
morseful memories of thy past and the eternal © 
papervaaigrar a of thy crimes. They wait to greet 
thee too, and like a dirge of despair, or a Babel of 
terror, to chorus thee also to thine own place. Oh! 
beloved, which entrance shall be yours ? 

Gud help us to stand still to-day and look at the 
finger post that meets us as we pass with the one 
solemn urgent message: Spee on, be diligent, 
speed on, And then we press on farther and faster 
and seem to be near the goal it meets us again, and 
lo! we read it once more: Speed faster, speed 
faster, give more diligence to make your calling 
and election sure. God help us to heed, to speed, 
and at last to reach the goal.

Supplp and Surplus.

Y¥ the side of my boyhood’s home in Ohio was 
a cistern built for a rain-water reservoir. 
The house by which it stood was of frame 
consisting of a main building and two gables. The 
roof, open to the sky, was covered by pine shingles. 
At its eaves were ten troughs. Connecting with 
these troughs were four tin spoutings. These 
spoutings connected with a common duct which 
Jed to the cistern. The roof received the rain as it 
fell from the clouds, the eave-troughs caught it as 
it flowed from the roof, and through the spoutings 
and duct it was carried to the cistern. Near the 
top of the cistern was a pipe from which, when 
the reservoir was full, the water flowed out into 
the garden, where it refreshed and became life to 
the growing vegetables, bushes and flowers. 

The Alliance, like that cistern, is the expression 
of the four-fold gospel—Jesus the Saviour, Sancti- 
fier, Healer and coming King. It teaches what 
the Christian is to expect in the matter of blessings 
from the rich promises of God. It endeavors to 
make plainly manifest the conditions upon com- 
pliance with which only the blessings may be 
claimed. It places first emphasis upon the fact 
that a man must be saved from the guilt of past 
gin, and adopted into the family of God through 
repentance and faith before he can receive any 
promise or make the slightest claim to any bless- 
ing attached to any promise. It affirms that this 
condition of salvation is not and in the nature of 
the case cannot be attained except by the grace of 
God. Human efforts, however strenuous, the 
works of man, whatever of merit they may possess 
in themselves, and all conditions of birth, culture 
and wealth, cannot and do not lift a man from the 
sloughs of despond into which sin has plunged 
him. He must firat realize his helpless and desti- 
tute condition as a sinner, and then in perfect 
humility turn from evil and accept Jesus as Sa- 
viour before sin will be forgiven. 

Forgiveness is the starting point of Christian 
life. From this splendid vantage ground, attained 
through grace, the high tablelands of sanctification, 
sunlit and fruitful, become visible. So glorious 
are they that the halting and fainting soul almost 
Gespairs of ever being able to phick these fragrant 
and delicately-tinted flowers from the holy soil. 
But they are for the child of God. They were 
planted by the Father for the delectation of His 
children. The hand that rifted the clouds that 
they might behold the summit scenes is also ex- 
tended to grasp the extended palm of the seeker 
after the more abundant life in Christ. 

It is here, standing upon the foundation of for- 
giveness and looking upward to the shining goal of 


holy living, that the preacher of the four-fold. 


Gospel delights to linger and instruct the longing 
soul. Many have their eyes fixed upon the pos- 
sibilities of holiness, without being able to clearly 
distinguish its outlines or knowing how to attain 
thereto. The prince of the power of the air has 
caused the fogs to envelop them. The contact 
with earth and the apprehension of its associations 
and delights by the sensuous nature makes the life 
of faith seem distant and impossible. To live on 
the earth without becoming a citizen of it, and to 
move among its throngs, without being a part of 
them, seems unreal and unnatural. But notwith- 
standing all the illusions of the evil one, the high 
paths upon which God walks, may be trod by His 
children. 

But how to attain thereto? The groaning church 
asks the question and upon this subject nine out of 
every ten sermons in the Alliance are preached. 
Consecration, cleansing and the infilling of the 
Holy Ghost? It seems simple enough to write it, 
but upon this battlefield the missions of hell are 
massed to do violence to the soul, anxious to be an 
overcomer. Jesus Christ must become the chiefest 
among ten thousand. Life, self, and human am- 
bition, are the price God demands for the best. 
The Word of God to convey intelligence of the way 
and will of God, and the blood of Christ to wash 
the debris of the old self life, constitute the cleans. 
ing essentials. The infilling of the Holy Ghost, the 
impartation of the very Divine life, the blessed re- 
surrection life of Jesus, is the earthly goal. Let 
no soul stop midway in the race. The rest that re- 
maineth for the people of God is reached by no 
other path. 

What now? Jesus declared that all power was 
given unto Him in heaven and upon the earth. 
What more natural than that our Elder Brother 
should seek to allay the pangs of sin and pain in 
the bodies as well as the souls committed to Him ? 
There are none who deny that He has power to do 
it. How can I be true to my Father in heaven, or 
to my Saviour, and put a lesser estimate upon the 
desire of His love than I credit myself in the desire 
of my love for my child. If her body were racked 
by sickness and pain and the power were in my 
keeping, would I not use it for her relief? I would 
apply it with all the swiftnees of thought and love! 
Oh, my Saviour! how could I ever have doubted 
Thee? The same is true of the relation of heaven 
to the child of God. He who bare all our sicknesses 
is waiting, even this hour, to answer the faith of 
His long suffering and believing child with the very 
resurrection life with which He came forth from 
Joseph’s tomb, Shout it forth, ye heralds of the 
cross! There is balm in Gilead. 

But salvation, sanctification, and Divine healing, 
have not yet exhausted the blessings imparted by 
the four-fold gospel. ‘‘ Hope springs eternal in the 
human breast,” and here again are we satisfied by 
the glorious hope of His appearing. Alliance peo- 
ple believe that Jesus is coming. They believe He 
is coming soon. How quickly He will appear they 
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do not pretend to say, but the signs of{the times, 
the fact that the time prophecies must be about ex- 
pired, the promise of Jesus to return for His church 
and set up a universal kingdom of righteousness in 
the earth in which the tried ones, the saints, shall 
sit down with Him in His throne to rule and judge, 
this hope thrills every breast. The believers in the 
four-fold gospel are watching for Jesus every day. 
The anticipation of His appearing buoys them up 
in the midst of the distractions of the world. They 
pray for it, and they work for it. 

These blessings fill the cistern. What more could 
trusting mortal desire than salvation, sanctifica- 
tion, healing, and the glorious hope of His appear- 
ing. ‘ 
But that is not all, Not only did the duct con- 
vey the water from the spoutings to the reservoir, 
but when the reservoir was filled, a pipe carried 
the inpouring surplus to the garden that it might 
impart new life to the vegetation there. Ringing 
down the centuries comes the command of the 
apostle to “be filled with the Spirit.” No child of 
God has any right to be satisfied or content with 
anything other than a Holy Ghost-filled life. It is 
the Divine plan and human privilege. Have we 


_ Measured up? God help us and teach us how. 


God cannot use as He will and at the best until, 
filled with the Holy Spirit, there is a surplus to 
give off. Asa piece of meat to be kept must be 
utterly submerged in the brine, so a Christian, if 
he be kept, must be completely filled with the 
Spirit of Christ. He cannot be kept otherwise. If 
he is only partially filled, he will partially be ex- 
posed to the enemy’s fire, and be partially spoiled. 

Now, when a Christian is filled with the Spirit, 
God has a chance to do something with him that 
will benefit somebody outside of himself. As long 
as he remains unfilled or partially filled, he is con 
cerned only about how he may be completely filled. 
As long as there is any eelf-life left, it will assert 
itself. But when we are filled with the Holy 
Ghost, the self-life is crowded out. It is at this 
point that God begins to use us for His glory in 
the world beyond us. He cannot do it until we 
are filled with the Spirit. It was not until the 
cistern was filled that the pipe could carry off the 
surplus to the garden. 

What is the garden of the Lord? The evange- 
lization of the world! There is nothing so dear to 
the heart of Jesus these days as missionary work. 
The last breath of earth’s atmosphere, which Jesus 
inhaled, was used to give expression to the com- 
mand, that they were to become witnesses for 
Him to the uttermost parts of the earth. Aside 
from the things, which concern its pure and sepa- 
rate living, the only orders under which the church 
lives are those which send it tothe ends of the 
earth, to disciple all nations. Jesus never set the 
church to connive with politicians, purify society, 
be becoming a part of it, educate the ungodly, 
amass wealth or gain the favor of the world by ca- 


tering to it. It is called to self-denial, separation 


from the world, and the evangelization of the 
masses. It is to gather out the first-fruits of sal- 
vation from among the nations, that Jesus, when 
He comes, may have a tried and trusted few, whom 
He can use in the new government without the 
fear that they will sell Him out for bribes of mo- 
ney, position and honor. This is the only work 
committed to the church, aside from the spiritual 
exercises by which it perpetuates its own existence. 
. Here, there is the glory of the Gospel! Not 
what it receives, but what, being filled with the 
Spirit, it gives off to others. The missionary work 
of the church flows from the church through the 
surplus pipe to fertilize and refresh the world, 
which lieth in sin and wickedness about us. Oh, 
that the church might see and feel this, until every 
fibre of its being would be thrilled into vibrations 
of missionary activity. 

I write in Boston where I have a few hours to 
wait on my journey from the Old Orchard Conven- 
tion to Cleveland. Never, probably, since apostolic 
days, were such scenes witnessed as those which 
occurred under the waving pine trees of the old 
camp ground. More than $100,000 were laid at 
the Saviour’s feet to send the gospel to the ends of 
the earth. Some of the daily papers have raised 
the cry of hypnotism, but there was nothing of 
this. There were neither impassioned pleas, nor 
urging of any kind. Sacrifice and love were blended 
in every offering. I have had much to do in my 
life with raising of money for the uses of the 
church, but never have I seen money come like 
that at Old Orchard. There was neither rivalry 
nor strife. The names of the givers were not 
mentioned. In the midst of a quiet, sometimes as 
deep as that of a funeral, the people sent up their 
offerings. The people were filled with the Spirit. 
God was there. That which was given flowed 
forth from the pipe which led from reservoirs 
overflowing. 

The Alliance is gaining very rapidly in strength 
and numbers, because it preaches a ‘‘ whole gospel 
for the whole world.” Who can foretell the fu- 
ture? During the past eight years it has put great 
emphasis on foreign missionary work. To day 
more than three hundred missionaries, sent out by 
it, occupy the foreign field. If God please, and 
the Lord delay His coming, before the twentieth 
century shall dawn on a ruling world, we shall 
have a thousand missionaries tilling the sterile 
soils of every heathen nation whose worship is not 
directed to our coming King. 

Faith, sacrifice and humility are the demands of 
the hour. Without faith we cannot claim the 
promises. Without sacrifice we cannot become 
the mediums through which our Divine Head can 
work. Without humility we cannot rise to the 
heights of Divine greatness which He desires we 
shall occupy. Let us trust God for the future as 
we never have in the past. The watchword of the 
day should be “prayer.” ‘Every man to his 
tents, O Israel.” : ;

N a pretty little town, on the banks of a winding 
river, there is a flower garden, in which is a 
big, round bed of verbenas as you never saw 

unless you've visited that very garden. 

Beautiful, fragrant, red, white and purple circles 
raise their heads to the sun until all the air around 
them is filled with their fragrance. It eeems as if 
nature had fairly outdone herself in producing and 
reproducing, over and over again, around and 
around, circle after circle of luxuriant bloom. 

The gardener cuts the flowers in large quantities 
and bestows them lavishly on all sides; for well he 
knows this to be the only way to insure a constant 
supply. But he is in possession of another secret. 
too, of this abundant yield, this fragrant harvest, 
which secret develops our thought from this little 
garden to the “field which is the world,” all the 
way from this bed of bloom to the whole, wide 
globe, which our Great Gardener means shall “‘blos- 
som as the rose.” : 

Not many months ago a few dry, withered seeds 
were lying in an envelope away up on a shelf, 
sealed tightly—no use—yielding nothing. But a 
glad day came when, each ceparated from the other, 
they were planted in the earth, covered out of sight 
and there left to fall all to pieces. Presently, when 
a few showers had watered the ground, up sprang 
a new life, no longer withered, but fresh; no more 
yellow, but green, and this life was allowed to ex- 
pand, to press its way up and up and out and out 
until a flourishing leafy stalk appeared, bearing 
promise of flower in the near future. One evening 
the gardener came along, saw that all was well, re- 
joiced in the new life so full of health and vigor; 
but recognizing that the conditions were ripe for a 
richer harvest, he took tenderly in his hand the 
long new shoots (the very pride of the plant), gen- 


tly bent their youthful heads to the ground, cov- '

By this light of the moon that night no full heads 
were to be seen, only a few green arches with wide 
spaces of bare earth beneath them; but they were 
triumphal arches to the gardener, for, seeing the 
end from the beginning, he knew this to be the 
quickest and surest way to get the new life all 
around thebed,to thoroughly cover the whole circle. 

1s not this suggestive to us of the blesred truth, 
the deep need of dying to the good life, the sancti- 
fied life, to every kind of life, good, bad, or indif- 
ferent, sick, well, alive, or dead, in order that there 
may be nobody and nothing but Himself? 

But has not the Holy Ghost, out of this little pic- 
ture, a special lesson for usin these the last days, 
a lesson to be found in I. John iii. 16: 

“Because He laid down His life for us, we ought 
to lay down our lives for the brethren ?” 

There is a great wide circle to be reached, a full 
Gospel to be carried to all nations. Jesus from His 


home on:high{looks;down upon it from the centre, 
and one spot of earth is as near to Him as another, 
one soul as dear as another. Now the surest and 
quickest way to cover all the circle, to clothe the 
arid desert with verdant bloom, is that we who 
have the new life, shall lay it down. ‘Therefore 
doth My Father love Me, because I lay down My 
life, that I might take it again.” Jesus said this 
(John xx. 16, 17) in connection with those ‘‘ other 
sheep ” that ‘‘ other fold” that there might be ‘‘one 
fold and one Shepherd.” The Gospel sound must 
go in glad and ringing chorus all around this globe 
and Jesus must bave triumphal entry into all lands 
and to the heart of every nation. Shall not we, 
who have died to self and ‘risen in newness of life’ 
lay down that new life for those segments of the 
circle, not yet covered with the precious Gospel ? 
Perhaps we have a good philantropic work at home,

TWENTY-THREE REASONS FOR BELIEVING THE TIMES OF THE 
GENTILES ARE NEAR THEIR END,

HE study of Matthew xxiv. and Luke xxi, 
in relation to the conditions which our Lord 
said would be identified with the actual time 

of His coming to the earth ‘in power and great 
glory,” yields, in the light of events which are now 





transpiring, some remarkable indicationg that the 


time of the end of this age is come. 

Between the Scylla of human speculation in re. 
gard to Christ’s coming and the Charybdis of an in 
telligent and cultured rationalism, which either sets 
aside or ignores the plainest statements given by 
our Lord in regard to His appearing and glory, it is 
necessary that we steer a clear and definite course. 

The fact stated by our Lord that ‘‘the day will 
come as a snare upon all them that dwell upon the 
face of the whole earth,” is conclusive as to the un- 
belief and guilty silence which He declared would 
prevail at the time. The dividing line between 
modern philosophic rationalism and the great 
supernatural facts revealed in “the sure word of 
prophecy” is found here. To set forth certain of 
these facts is the object of this paper. 

1. The natural and world-wide unrest which 
everywhere exists, and the readiness for war found 
especialy amorg the great and highly-civilized 
nations of Europe. . 

9. The evident approach of the dissolution of the 
Turkish Empire, and the breaking up of the gov- 
ernmental rule of the Mohammedan power so far 
as Jerusalem and Palestine are concerned. 

8. The striking indications of Israel’s national 
renewal and resuscitation—that which the Holy 
Spirit in a national senge speaks of as ‘“‘life from 
the dead.” Rom. ii. 15. 

4, The fact of the receiving of Christ Jesus the 
Lord as the Messiah by large numbers of the Jews 
during the past twenty years, 

§. The recent return in unbelief of more than 
50,000 of God’s people Israel to Jerusalem and Pal- 
estine, in great poverty and sorrow, and as the re- 
sult of bitter persecution and oppression. 

6. The actual “arising” of the city of Jerusalem 
at the close of the long and weary centuries during 
which the Lord Jesus declared she should be ‘‘trod- 
den down” of the Gentiles. 

4%. The desolation of Jerusalem and the land was 
to continue until (but not beyond) the end of the 
great epoch called by our Lord, “the times of the 
Gentiles.’’? Luke xxi. 24. 

& ‘“‘The Times of the Gentiles” comprehend 
2,620 years, during which governmental supremacy, 
at the instance of Jehovah, was to pass out of the 
hands of Israel and Judah into the hands of Nebu- 
chadnezzer the Great. 

9. These times began when Jehoiakim, the last 
king of the house of David that ever occupied his 
throne, was taken captive by Nebuchadnezzar to 


Babylon. 


10. The date according to the most recent chro- 
nology, was near to if not in the year 620 B.C. 
Add 1896 A. D. to 620 B. C., and the total of 2,516 
prove that we are very near the end of these Times. 

11. The “ Times of the Gentiles,” interpreted in 
the light of Jewish and Gentile history, repre 
sent the predicted ‘‘ seven times” of Moses, Daniel 
and John. 

12, The time of the fulfillment of the New Cov- 
enant, involving the national resurrection and the 
spiritual regeneration of Judah and Israel, accord 
ing to God’s promise, is at hand. 

18. The fact that the time of the “‘ingrafting ” of 


Israel, in order to national pre-eminence as the 
Lord’s chosen people and His executive on the 
earth, is contemporary with the time of his Break 
ing in pieces of Gentile government. 

14, The solemn truth, that if righteousness, 


peace, goodness, longevity and well-being of the 
millions of the earth, be the Divine intention in re- 
gard to government, the incompetency and unfit- 
ness of all rule and authority to secure these re 
sults has been during ‘‘ the Times of the Gentiles ” 
fully demonstrated. 

15. The proved indisposition and inability of all 
existing monarchies and legislatures to rule in 
righteousness, and their practical infidelity as to 
any responsibility on their part to God as the Su- 
preme Lawgiver. 

16. The fact that ‘glory to God in the highest, 
on earth peace and goodwill toward [amongst] 
men,” are results which have not been attained by 
any existing form of government on earth. 

iv. The further fact that human government of 
every known form and character possible to men 
has, after an experience covering nearly 6,000 
years, been proved an ignominious and disastrous 
failure. 

18. That the greatest need of the world of 1896 
is a wise competent ruler, That Jesus Christ the 
Lord is that Supreme and Competent Ruler. 

19. That the coming of the Lord Jesus Christ, is 
therefore, not only ‘“‘the hope of the church,” but 
will bring and secure, after “the great duty of His 
wrath,” the salvation and deliverance of the world. 

20 The coming of the Lord Jesus Christ into the 
air, there to receive His prepared people to Him- 
self, may now, therefore, be anticipated with joy- 
ful confidence and expectation at any time, and for 
the following cogent reason: 

21. The times of the Lord Jesus Christ, when He 
shall reign as King over the whole earth, are not 
contemporary with ‘‘the Times of the Gentiles,” 
but they immediately succeed them. 

22. The Stone (Jesus Obrist) which Daniel saw 
fall upon the fully.developed image and break it 
into pieces, clearly gives the arrival of the crisis. 

23. The scene is one of the most solemn judg- 
ment. The majestic words spoken by the great 
prophet may fittingly close this paper. ‘Thou 
sawest till that a stone was cut out without hands, 
which smote the image upon his feet that were of 
iron and clay, the brass, the silver, and the gold 
broken to pieces together, and became like the 
chaff of the summer threshing-floor ; and the wind 
carried them away, that no place was found for 
them. And the stone that smote the image be- 
came a great mountain, and filled the whole earth ” 
(Dan. ii. 34, T Thus shali ‘‘the earth be filled 
with the knowledge of the Lord.” 
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THE ANNUAL CoNVENTION of the Christian Al- 
liance is being held at Beulah Park, near Cleve- 
land, and a large attendance is present from all 
parts of Ohio and the Middle States. A destruc- 
tive cyclone swept over the grounds a few weeks 
ago demolishing the large tabernacle and a num- 
ber of cottages, but an immense tent has been 
erected for the present meeting on a pleasant green 
just opposite the entrance gate of the park, and it 
affords sufficient accommodation for most of the 
audiences, On the week days it is well filled and 
on last Sabbath it was over-crowded with an audi- 
ence of over 2,000 persons, which will probably be 
greatly increased next Sabbath, the closing day of 
the Convention. 

There is a large corps of gifted speakers, includ- 
ing Dr. Blanchard of Denver, Dean Peck of 
Denver, Dr. Wilson of New York, Mr. Funk of 
New York, Mr. Eldridge of Indiana, Mr. Chandler 
of Wheaton, I}l., Mr. Myland and Mr. Brown of 
Ohio, Mrs. Dudley of Grand Rapids, Mr. and Mrs, 
Simpson, Migs Shepard of New York, and many 
others.

WHY ARE PEOPLE ASTONISHED at a collection of 
a hundred thousand dollars being given for mis- 
sions at a service as was the case at Old Orchard, 
and why does the secular press sometimes attempt 
to explain such a fact as the result of hypnotic in- 
fluence or excitement. It is simply because the 
standard of Christian love or Christian giving is 
shamefully low. They think nothing of politicians 
giving two millions of dollars for a convention at 
St. Louis or Chicago, but they are startled if the 
men and women who believe ina Divine cause give 
a twentieth part as much. The wonder is that 
they do not give twenty times more, as they surely 
would if they believed in their cause in proportion 
to its truth and importance. Oh, for a Divine en- 
thusiasm and a true hearted loyalty to Christ 
which would make it cease to be wonderful if men 
should give a hundred millions to evangelize the 
world where they are now giving their tens and 
twenties of millions to spread their commerce in 
foreign lands.

found a place to work on the railroad at Belvidere, 
Iil., fora year. He had his arm crushed by an ac 
cident. The doctor wanted to cut it off, but he re- 
fused, and they left it, to hang rigid, they said. 
Bro. Fisher asked God to save and heal his arm, 
and he promised to enter the Lord’s work for souls. 
The bones of his arm knit, and he soon got up, 
took off against advice the bandages, and straight 
ened his arm out. The arm now is almost as good 
as ever 

He began a search for his family, and found his 
wife and one child on the streets of Chicago, in the 
slums, nearly dead, diseased, lame and deaf He 
took her to a home, she was saved, healed of deaf 
ness, lameness and running sores, at once, in 
answer to prayer. He found (adopted out) two 
more of his children, and is on the track of the 
other two. He took them home, opened a Gospel 
Mission at Belvidere, and has now a blessed work, 
a dear little home and happy children, and is pray- 
ing for the other two children to be restored, and 
for his wife to receive her 
voice for singing. Won’t every 
reader lift up hig voice to God 
now for this family, mission 
and work (as in James v. 
14-20). The case isa startling 
answer to prayer.

Missions have sprung up in 
Texas from this work, in Den- 
ison, Dallas, Galveston, Ennis, 
etc.; and many workers have 
gone out.

Her young girl friends were 
going to fairs and festivals, and some went to 
dancing school, and bought flowers to wear, when 
they could not afford to pay for them, and Frances’ 
mamma would not let her take part in these things, 
and oh, how she would have liked to have a table 
at the fair, and wear a fine white apron, and sell 
pretty things If she only knew why she could 
not go! Did her mamma want her to be an old wo- 
man before she was a young woman! Oh, how 
perplexed and tried and confused she was. But 
mamma knew Frances could not do these things 
to the glory of God, and we are told to do all things 
to the glory of God. Did you ever hear what they 
say at fairs? How foolishly men talk to girls, and 
how one person often gets jealous of another, be- 
cause they may have a prettier table.

I, for one, am glad that the dog catchers did not 
catch those dogs, ain’t you? And am very thank- 
ful that some Christian mothers know how to in- 
terest their children when they are ready to be car- 
ried down stream, through that unhappy medium, 
church fairs and festivals, respectable worldliness. 

Now, one thing more before I close, children. 
God gives every little boy and girl something to do 
for Him, and with it He always makes a way to 
do it with, so I like to tell you to keep your little 
eyes and ears open to do what He gives you to do, 
and gladden His heart, and don’t miss your bless- 
ing. Maybe you would scarcely believe it, but it is 
true there are even little children, who, because 
they get indifferent about God’s work, have it taken 
away, and they lose their blessings, then they try

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The Work of the Christlan Endeavorers. 





An exchange gives the following sketch of the 
recent convention of the ©. E. Societies at Wash- 
ington, D. C.: 

‘The fifteenth annual convention, recently held 
at Washington, reached a high water mark of spir- 
itual blessing. The delegates numbered close upon 
40,000, and from first to last a seriousness was visi- 
ble which speaks well for the usefulness of this in- 
terdenominational and international movement. 
The opening meetings took on a high tone, and si- 
mulfaneously in twenty churches meetings were 
held for the deepening of the spiritual life. This 
was followed by a quiet hour, during which the 
Spirit of God was manifestly working. During the 
night one of the large tents was wrecked by a heavy 
storm of rain, but apart from this, everything 


_ passed off without any hitch. 


‘The second day of the convention was devoted 
to good citizenship, and many rousing speeches 
were listened to, denouncing national sins. Dr, 
Clark, the founder of the movement, delivered his 
annual address and urged the Endeavorers to whole- 
hearted surrender of themselves to Christ. The 
address was characterized by simplicity and direct- 
negs, and fittingly followed up the spiritual charac- 
ter of the preceding day. Speakers of every de- 
nomination were selected for the various events on 
the programme, including several Right Revs and 
Lord Bishops, Canons, Presidents, Doctors of ‘Di- 
vinity, and eminent evangelists. 

“The singing was a special feature, a choir of up- 
wards of 4,000 persons having been formed and 
well trained. So much did the hymns “catch on” 
that the voice of praise was everywhere heard in 
the great capital. It seemed to resemble a Chria- 
tian carnival to see the fleet cars gliding along the 
decorated gtreats of the city, and listen to the 
sweet singers thrilling forth the praises of One, 
King Jesus [ 

‘“Rverybody joined in the welcome the chief city 
of America extended to the young people. The 
Government devoted the use of the White Lot for 
the three tents, each of which accommodated 10,- 
000 people. They also had floral effects in the 
public parks of a very pleasing nature, including 
the Christian Endeavor monogram and cunningly 
devised ‘‘ welcomes” done in foliage plants. The 
Capitol was also graciously devoted to a demon- 
stration on “Good Citizenship,” and the United 


States Marine Band (the only appendage of state 
which America grants to her President in the 
musical line) assisted the great choir in an open-air 
concert. It is supposed that 60,000 persons gath- 
ered about the piazza of the historic building, and 
the enthusiasm and throng of faces will not easily 
be forgotten. 

‘Bible study has held a large place in this Con- 
vention. Hach morning President Borroughs, of 
Crawfordsville, Ind., has taken up some book of 
the Holy Scriptures for broad discussion. 

‘Moreover, the convention was very pronounc- 
edly spiritual. This had been emphasized all the 
year preceding in every department of prepara- 
tion. All the preliminary meetings of Wednesday 
evening in twenty churches were upon “ Deepen- 
ing the Spiritual Life.” ‘‘ Saved to Serve” was the 
topic on Friday. Simultaneous meetings for men 
only, for women only, and for children were held 
on Saturday morning, and were of very profound 
fervor and power. The sermons on the Lord’s 
Day in nearly all the churches of the city were by 
members of the Convention, and seem uniformly 
to have caught its spirit; while the final sermons 
and consecration meetings of Monday evening fitly 
reached the summit of a quiet spirituality. 

“The evangelistic meetings, which had proved 
so useful at Boston, were repeated this year, and 
Messrs. Chapman, Mills, and others did noble ser- 
vice ; so did the missionary societies and the host 
of returned missionaries present. 

“The broad character of Christian Endeavor was 
brought out anew, and more plainly than ever, in 
this convention; for example, its interdenomina- 
tional character. It now reaches some fifty church- 
es, and seems equally adapted to the internal econ- 
omy of each, Itis found, in practice, to increase 
and foster fidelity to the denomination and the local 
church, while bringing multitudes of young Chris- 
tians together, so that they come to know each 
other, which means no longer to distrust each other. 
By very far the longest possible step toward the 
reunion of Christendom is thus being taken with- 
out a syllable of discussion on the subject. A gen- 
eration is growing up accustomed to.ocular demon- 
station that brethren may dwell together in unity. 
‘These Christians love one another,’ and he will 
have a hard task who would make bigots of them 
hereafter. Moreover, the international character 
of Christian Endeavor has been anew demonstrated. 

“And, again, this movement is inter-racial. For 
the first time this year, two colored men sat on our 
Board of Trustees—Bishops Arnett and Walters. 
No members could be more cordially received, and 
no counsels more carefully heeded than were theirs.”

DAVID'S GRATITUDE TO GOD. 


II. Sam, xxii, 4o--51. 


Golden Text—‘‘ The Lord is my rock, and 
my fortress, and my deliverer.”’—-II. Sam. 
xxii. 2. 

This is one of the most jubilant of David’s 
psalms and was doubtless written after some 
special revelation of God to him which gave 
him satisfaction and delight. It is thought 
by some to have been penned after the com- 
munication Nathan made to him with refer- 
ence to his thought to build a house for God. 
In its chronological order, jt would doubt- 
less come in somewhere about chapter viii., 
and so would be a fitting expression to his 
gratitude to God for the signal blessings He 
had promised to David and his seed. 

It is a psalm of review celebrating the 
many deliverances God had given to His 
King, and affords great encouragement to 
the righteous that God will deliver him out 
of all his afflictions. Psa, xxxiv. 19. It is 
full of victory, confidence, aud praise; dis- 
tresses and deliverances giving place to each 
other in rapid succession, and both issuing 
in praise to the deliverer. 

There is variety in this psalm, There is 
history, poetry, instruction, and its key- 
thought may truly be said to be: ‘ Great 
deliverances giveth He to His King.” 

The deliverances of this psalm are vari- 
ous, sometimes personal to David, at other 
times secured to David’s people, and at 
other times the Messiah is only in view, while 
from the whole there flow lessons of en- 
couragement to any trusting soul, at any 
time in the history of its life. 

It has by many expositors been regarded 
as Christ’s resurrection psalm, He is the 
King, and the deliverances celebrated are 
His. After all the path of the Christ is the 
path of the believer, aud what is true and 
encouraging to the one is also true and en- 
couraging to the other. We never read the 
book of psaluts aright until we see in them 
a greater than David, and acknowledge that 
he was a prophet. This psalm therefore, 
becomes the history of David’s deliverances, 
Israel's deliverances, the Messiah's deliver- 
ances, and ourown. May we out of every 
distress find the Deliverer, and out of every 
new difficulty extract a new song. 

We lose much of the inspiration and 
teaching of this psaltn if we look only at the 
few’ isolated verses which constitute our 
lesson proper. In order to understand them 
we must seek to take in the grasp of the 
psalm as a whole, and in order to help in 
this, we present the following analysis of it: 

1. David's resolve to praise God for de- 
livering grace, vs. i--3. II. David describes 
the deliverances, vs. 4--Ig. III. In the de- 


liverances granted to David God acted on 
principles of perfect rectitude, vs. 20--27. 
IV, David reviews God's mercy to him and 
looks forward to complete victory, vs. 28--45. 
V. The result is an outburst of praise for the 
past, and an outlook of victory for the future, 
vs. 46--50. 

The history underlying the psalm. 

The life of David was signally full of 
changing scenes, and a variety of trials. He 
was frequently in danger from his numerous 
foes, and many of the utterances of the 
psalms were born out of his experiences. 
For ten years he had been the object of the 
enmity of Saul, who tracked him from one 
place to another for the object of taking his 
life. (I. Sam. xviti.; xxvii.) After the 
death of Saul the warfare against David was 
kept up by Saul’s family for about seven 
years more. IJ. Sam. ii. 11; iif. 1; v. 4, 5. 
Then there was war with the Philistines, 
Til, Sam, v. 17--25; viii. 1. Then with 
Moab, with the king of Zobah, and the 
Syrians of Damascus, with Edeni. See II, 
Sam. viii. And with. the Ammonites and 
the Syrians beyond the Euphrates, who 
helped them. See II, Sam. x, 

In all this variety of experience and con- 
flict God had granted great deliverances to 
His kings, and as these were reviewed by 
him, we do not wonder at the high descrip- 
tion of praise to God and deep feelings of 
holy joy which possessed David when he 
wrote this Psalm. : 

This is high and holy poetry in this 
Psalm. Note the names given to God 
and the figures used to express what He 
was to David. He was his Rock, Refuge, 
Portion, Deliverer, Shield, Horn of Salva- 
tion, High Tower, etc., etc. See 4-19. 

The experiences of David are portrayed 
in the language of prophetic figure ; he was 
bound by cords of death, and lies helplessly 
while the waters roll over him. Under 
these circumstances he could only pray, but 
his prayer was heard and answered, Jeho- 
vah coming to his help upon the wings of 
the wind. He is surrounded by blackest 
darkness, but the glory bursts through it in 
lightning, hail falls, thunder roars above, 
the earth shakes below, the billows roll 
back and he is freed. Well may praise and 
thanksgiving ascend to God ! 

The teaching of this Psalm is very full, 
and some of it likely to be misunderstood, 
unless we look beyond the experience of 
David, and see in ita prophecy of David’s 
Son and Lord. It may seem to savor of 
self-righteousness and to teach salvation as 
the result of personal character and good 
works. It sounds strange to hear David 
say: ‘‘The Lord rewarded me according to 
my righteonsness ; according to the clean- 
ness of my hands hath He recompensed me. 
I have kept the ways of the Lord, and have 
not wickedly departed from my God.” 
Verse 21,22. ‘I was also upright before 
him and have kept myself from mine 
iniquity, therefore the Lord hath recom- 
pensed me according to my righteousness : 
according to my cleanness in His eyesight,” 
etc. Such language can only be true of 
David’s Lord primarily, and secondly of 
those whose sins He bore, and who can 
now rejoice in a sense of His gracious and 
complete forgiveness. 


The prominence of God in this Psalm is 
most marked, There isa tendency at the 
present time to isolate God from common 
and ordinary life. In all the changes of 
David’s life, Ged was the ever-present per- 
sonality, and controlling power. It seems 
to have been so in small things as in great, 
hence we have God associated with running 
through a troop and scaling a wall, just as 
much as with the deliverance from the hand 
of Saul and of his other enemies. Let us 
not forget that God still maintains relation- 
ship with the life of His people, and that 
nothing is too small for Him, as nothing 
can be too great, 

David in this Psalm vindicates God with 
reference to human life: “As for God, His 
way is perfect.’ This must be so if we have 
a perfect God. A perfect God granted and 
a perfect way must be the result, A God of 
truth who is just and right must have a per- 
fect way. Deut. xxxii. 1-4. 

It is not necessary that we should always 
be able to see that it is so, or to understand 
it, but faith grasping a God who is perfect 
love and perfect wisdom, knows that what- 
ever may be the way, it is perfect. 

In the closing verses of this Psalm, it is 
evident that David is looking beyond the 
limits of his own earthly kingdom, to that 
of the Messiah. He fastens upon some 
features of the kingdom in his own hands, 
and through them dwells upon the future 
kingdom, ‘‘Thou hast made me the head 


of the nations, a people whom I have not 


known shall serve me,”’ as soon as they hear 
of me, they shall obey me, “strangers shall 
submit themselves unto me.’ Of none can 
this be truly said, but of David's greater 
oon who is also King of kings, and Lord of 
ords. 


Life in the Word.

We were never more impressed with the 
power of the Word of God than we were 
this summer, while on our vacation during 
oue of the most terrific thunder and light- 
ning storms passing over the Long Island 
coast. The fisherman’s wife with whom we 
were staying, although a Christian, became 
very much afraid, She had seen many storms 
but none like this. She came to my room 
and asked if I was not afraid. 1 replied, 
“Oh, no; I used to be afraid, but am not 
now. The Scripture saith, ‘Thou wilt 
keep him in perfect peace whose mind is 
stayed on Thee, because he trusted in Thee.’ 
We told her to repeat it again and again, 
and all fear would vanish. ‘You witl 
wonder how it came you could ever doubt 
God.’ In a few moments she said, ‘I 
have been so comforted by these words, I 
will to bed uow.’’” 

A day or two after this circumstance I 
picked up one of the leading magazines of 
the day, and in it the writer was endeavor- 
ing to give to the world the secret of Glad- 
stone’s endurance and power, They felt it 
would be invaluable for others to know of 
that greatest English statesman who has 
been three times Prime Minister of Britain, 
and now in his eighty-sixth year, and must 
ever remain the first among England's 
greatmen. It said, ‘Over the mantlepiece 
in his bedroom there is emblazoned a text 
which explains a good deal of the tran- 
guility which has saved Mr. Giadstone from 
the nervous exhaustion which has carried 
off many other men. The text runs: 
“Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace whose 
mind is set on Thee.’? This is said to be 
the first element in the secret of his con- 
tinued and continual vigor. And so we see 
it matters little whether it is a peasant or a 
prince; the Lord has the same life-givin, 
power to keep, to cleanse, and to wohold 
ou. God’s purpose be fulfilled in each of our 
ives, = 
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GoOsPEL WORK IN NORTH CAROLINA, 
Mark xvi. 15, ‘'Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every creature,’”’ 
was by the Spirit made very impressive 
upon the minds of QO. M. Bracken, D, H. 
Green, and myself, to take a tent into North 
Carolina, for evangelistic work. And after 
we opened the work in Ashville, R. R. 
Newly, Mrs. Addie Graham and Miss Nettie 
Springer joined us in it. We have now 
held services in four different places, and 
hundreds have heerd the gospel; scores 
have been converted and many sanctified 
inthe past ten weeks. We have had some 
very marked cases of Divine grace, and 
power of the Spirit, accompanying the 
preaching of the Word. 

Soon after we began our work, Thos. A. 
Faulkner, author of “From Ball Room to 
Hell,” from California, passing our tent 
late one evening heard a few gospel words 
that sent conviction to his heart, which led 
him to come to see us next morning. A 
stranger to us al} we soon found him under 
deep conviction for sin, as he related his ex- 
perience of the past three years of back- 
slidden life, He was debauched in soul and 
body, in bondage to Satan and evil habits 
of the worst type, and trying to hide from 
God, by stultifying his convictions for sin, 
by continually going from place to place 
and committing deeds of darkness. 

But by faithfully dealing with him, and 
strongly urging him to yield to God, he 
did, and was forgiven and restored. After 
this as he came to our meetings, we urged 
him to consecrate his ali to God, for the 
sanctifieation of his spirit, soul and body, 
which he did and received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost and of fire, After this bap- 
tism of the Spirit all desire for whiskey, 
tobacco, and etc., was taken from him, and 
he received healing in his body. He im- 
mediately entered into gospel work with 
us and is leading souls to Christ. He has 
also written another book of warning to 
those who encourage the ball room which 
is of thrilling interest (it is uow in press), 
Several fallen girls have been converted in 
our meetings and are now living virtuous 
lives. A father of one of these said, that 
we never could know of the blessing and 
joy our work has been to him and his dar- 
ling child, it was worth more than all the 
world to them. ‘ 

At one of our meetings, twenty or more 
received distinctly the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost in great power, so they spake with 
other tongues, and entered into the services 
with alacrity and joy; amongst these was 
Rev. L. Hicks who declared a new life had 
come to him. The great difficulty to pre- 
pare sermons and preach had all vanished. 
With a living Christ within and the power 
of the Spirit, the truth flowed freely through 
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his lips, and his Bible was a new book to 
him. Timid persons became bold and free 
to speak, or pray, or sing, as the Spirit led 
them in service. 

This is the old time religion of Pente- 
costal days. But in the midst of all this 
work, divers hardened their hearts, and re- 
fused the truth, and submission to God, 
and were greatly blinded through unbelief. 

We find this is a hard, yet needy field, so 
little mental knowledge and intellectual 
culture amongst the masses, Many, if not 
most, are ignorant, have not even common 
school education, and no desire for it. 
Large families live in small houses without 
a window, in many country places. Whiskey, 
tobacco and lust, is common in the country 
places, as well as in the city. It takes much 
patience and faithful earnest work to lead 
these darkened minds and hearts in sin, to 
the light of the gospel of Christ ; butit pays 
tichly to engage in this work, and our 
prayer is, as we see the multitudes unsaved 
everywhere we go, that God would send 
more laborers-into His harvest-field, as the 
time is short, very short now for gathering 
in the present ripe grain. 

Pray for us in this field of service, and 
our work of faith, and labor of love, and 
patience, in hope of our Lord’s speedy 
coming.

ABROAD. 





China.— The Shanghai Gazette says -— 

Brief particulars have just reached us of a 
widespread and very threatening rebellion 
in the northern part of this province, ad- 
joining the borders of Shantung. The dis 
trict is that generally known as Kiangpeh, 
which is always noted for the turbulence 
and lawlessness of its inhabitants. For some 
time past the members of two secret societies 
named Kin-lungtsao, (Golden Dragon Reb- 
els) and 7atao Awei (Brethren of the 
Great Sword) have been very uneasy, aud 
about a fortnight ago they broke out into 
open revolt, surprised the slender and in- 
adequate forces of the local mandarins, 
captured several villages and then directed 
al] their energies to exterminating the scat- 
tered Christian commuyities in their neigh- 
borhood. Three communities surrounding 
the Jesuit missions at Siu-tcheou, Tangshan- 
hsien and Su-tsien were attacked with 
savage ruthlessness, the houses of the 
wretched people burnt down, their’ little 
household furniture, farm implements, etc., 
beiug promptly destroyed or carried off by 
the rebels, the miserable people beaten, 
with the usnal brutality of a Chinese mob, 
unrestrained by fear of the authorities, 
while two at least of the native Christians 
were foully murdered in cold blood. The 
missions at Ma Kiatsin, Tangshan-hsien, 
and Ta Tou iu were attacked and destroyed, 
and the two French priests in the district 
barely escaped with their lives, These two 
gentiemen, Fathers Thomas {from Tang- 
shan) and Le Biboel (from Su-tsien) arrived 
here yesterday to report fully the danger- 
ous and alarming state of affairs at the head- 
quarters of the mission, as there was noth- 
ing left for them to do at the scene of their 
labors in Kiangpeh, all their flocks having 
been scattered and driven away by the reb- 
els. Before they left they had heard that a 
German father, one of Bishop Anzer’s mis- 
sion, had been killed in Shantung, and 
what they conld learn on their journey down 
only went to confirm this grave news. 
Telegrams have since been received by 
Bishop Garnier from the disturbed region, 
via Shantung, (it is impossible, owing to the 
disturbed state of the northern part of 
Kiangsu, to telegraph direct}, showing that 
affairs have assumed more alarming dimen- 
sions since the two Fathers left. 


Africa,—THE NEWws from Khama's coun- 
try is sad, indeed—a drought and an insect 
plague which have destroyed vegetation, a 
Rinderpest which has destroyed the cattle 
and made rich men suddenly poor. Trade 
is at a standstill because there is no locomo- 
tion. Mr. Wookey, who came down from 
Lake Ngami with two span of oxen, has 
lost every one of them, and cannot for the 
present, return. The three African chiefs 
who were in England last autumn owned 
between them 700,000 head of cattle, and 
probably every one of them is dead or dy- 
ing. Beyond this sad state of things lies the 
imminent danger of a pestilence among 
human beings owing to the pollution from 
the decaying animals. Such calamities, 
following so quickly upon the decided stand 
taken for Christianity, are sure to try the 
faith of the Christians, and to prompt the 
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heathen party to rise in rebellion.— The 
Christian. 


The Islands,—A tTovcHtnc story of 
dark hearts longing for light comes from 
Dr. Paton’s Island of Tanna (from which 
he was driven out, escaping only with his 
life). ‘‘ Mr. Gray, the missionary on Tanna 
now, was visited one day not long since by 
two old men, each of them wearing a 
dilapidated shirt. They asked the mission- 
ary for a teacher to go back with them, and 
tell their people about the ‘Jehovah Jesus 
God.’ ‘We are Christians,’ they said; 
‘we wear the clothing of Christians.’ And 
then they told of a visit of the ‘Missi’ 
(Dr, Paton) to their district ‘a long, long, 
time ago,’ and how, when leaving them, he 
gave the chiefs the shirts they were now 
wearing, and told them to worship Jehovah 
and give up war, and not te work on the 
Sabbath. ‘And ever since,’ said the old 
man, ‘we have put on our shirts every 
Sabbath and had worship, and told our 
young men not to work,’ ‘But how do you 
worship?’ enquired Mr. Gray. ‘Oh, we 
put on our shirts and we sit around with 
the young men and say we won’t work, and 
when they get tired, and we don't know 
what to do, we tell them to hold on, and 
we say, ‘How happy we shall be when 
someone comes to tell us about the Jehovah 
God.’” Someone had just gone: one of Mr. 
Paton's sons. 


Turkey.— The Outlook has this significant 
article on the Turkish question: There can 
be no peace with Mohammedanism as a civil 
power, simply because it is of its very es- 
sence to slay the unbeliever, or enslave him 
if allowed to live. It is the religion of at 
least 100,000,000 human beings—tolerable as 
a religion, but when clad with sovereignty 
as intolerable as a fiend. 

On the basis of these facts we consider 
that it is simply foolish to expect to main- 
tain our rights in Turkey by mere pacific 
diplomacy, The Turk is bound by his 
creed to yield nothing to the Christian. The 
Turkish proverb is in point here: ‘To his 
superior the Turk is a cringing dog, to his 
inferior he is alion.” 

Next, and in view of the fact that our 
countrymen in Turkey are there as mission- 
aries to the two million down-trodden Chris- 
tian subjects of the Turk, we ask, Can any 
course be more thoroughly un-American 
than for our government to show hesitation 
in standing by them to the uttermost of 
their treaty rights, both in securing prompt 
indemnity for the past and immunity for the 
future? 


North America.—So many Arctic ex- 
ploring expeditions have been sent out 
during late years that we are fast learning 
about the people and Beography of the ice- 
bound north country. Dr. Nansen, a uoted 
Swedish explorer, tells these interesting 
facts: ‘‘The Eskimos count on their fingers: 
one, two, three, four, five. Above five and 
up to ten they use the second hand, 
thus: ‘Six is the first finger of the other 
hand.’ Above ten they employ the toes. 


Thirteen, for instance, is ‘three toes on the 
one foot,’ and eighteen ‘three toes on the 
second foot.’

Dear Alliance Friends; 

“The Lord hath made bare His holy arm 
in the eyes of all the nations, and all the 
ends of the earth shall see salvation of our 
God.”

Many dear friends in the home land have 

long ago heard of God's leading and biess- 
ing bestowed on us here in North China, in 
giving us many open doors. We can only 
say: Glory to His name. Now, it is our 
deepest desire to make known unto all 
“that Christ Jesus came into the world to 
save sinners.’ Rut alas, it is here just as it 
isin our homelands, and just as Jesus says 
about the Gentiles: ‘What shall we eat ? 
or, what shall we drink? or, wherewithal 
shal we be clothed?" 
* When we exhort persons to leave their 
idolatry and evil doings and believe in 
Jesus as their Saviour, they usually say: 
« What should we then do to make our liv- 
ing,’ etc. It is not an easy thing to con- 
vince them of that it is possible to trust in 
Jesus and live for Him, and at the same time 
do their work, Seen from our point of view, 
we cannot expect more from an ignorant 
heathen. ‘‘Hlow then shall they call on 
Him in whom they have not believed? and 
how shall they believe in Him of whom they 
have not heard? and how shall they hear 
without a preacher?’? Here in this place 
Rro. Bingmark aud I have been now for a 
year. Lam glad to say that many here are 
willing to listen to the Gospel, and I a}so 
dare to say that several are in their hearts 
convicted of their sins and bad condition, 
aud know that the religion of Jesus Christ is 
better than their religion, But the reason 
why they do not become Christians is, in 
many cases, because that they are afraid of 
the persecution which they have to suffer 
from their friends and relatives, 

A few days ago I met a man on the street 
who said: ‘I love you and your religion, 
and if it was not that I fear the people 
would injure me, [ should at once become a 
Christian.’ 

Not only in the town have we made an 
entrance, but also in many families in the 
surrounding yillages, After we had been 
here a short time the Lord opened the way 
for some work among the suffering ones, 
some with sore eyes, boils, old sores, and 
many wolf-bitten, wh: have suffered as 
terrible wounds. Although we do not know 
much of diseases or medicines, and for our- 
selves are trusting in the Lord for health 
and strength, yet with a bottle of carbolic 
acid for washing the sores, etc., the Lord 
has blessed us in the Samaritan work, and 
we do not dare to believe that these little 
works of love to the poor would he fruitless. 

When we are taking care of such suffering 
ones we cannot keep out of view astill worse 
fact: The injury of a fiercer wolf, and we 
are glad to prescribe the only remedy for 
such injury—the blood of Jesus shed on 
Calvary’s cross. - 

When asked to go out to places we always 
give them the gospel, and always bring 
gospel trac‘s with us, which they are willing 


to buy though they get the ointment free. 
Thus have we won the confidence of many, 
and reached many with the gospel who at 
first feared us. 

Last year, by the Lord’s help, we suc- 
ceeded in procuring an unoccupied shop at 
one of the more busy streets, where we 
generally have daily meetings. J am glad 
to know that of this 25,630,000 people who 
living im this town, a good many have 
heard the glad tidings of salvation, and if 
the Lord Jesus still delays for a while in 
coming again, we will try to give all an op- 
portunity to hear, even out in the surround- 
ing villages which count up to more than a 
hundred. 

Matt. xxiv. 14, encourages us: ‘And this 
gospel of the kingdom shal! be preached in 
all the world for a witness unto alf nations; 
and then shall the end come.” Thus, if we 
would hasten the coming of the Lord, we 
ought to make haste to spread the gospel 
among the heathen. I am so glad and 
thankful to God for leading me out on the 
mission field in these last days, also I would 
say a hearty thanks to the dear friends in 
America who send means for our support 
out here, and all those who, like an Aaron 
and Hur, are holding up our arms by pray- 
er. Do not forget, dear friends, that which 
you haye done for the saints shal] not be in 
vain. 
reap also bountifully,”’ 

We have also a hoy’s school here, will 
you join with us in earnest prayer that these 
little ones may in their youth be saved, and 
afterwards be useful vessels for the Lord. 
Pray also that those who have been rescued 
from the opium habit, and during the time 
have obtained a little knowledge of the true 
God, may be saved from all their sin. Oh, 
how much it is to do, and how little we 
can do! 

If we should try to give you an idea of 
the situation out here, you could hardiy be- 
lieve it. We are often astonished because 
of the ignorance and superstition, the misery 
and distress among this poor people. But 
praise be to the Lord Jesus, the light of the 
world is also mighty to enlighten this un- 
enlightened people. 

During these three years in China my 
faith in God and my love to these people, 
has often been tried, and I have learned to 
know that I am weak, but at the same 
time I have learned that ‘His grace is 
sufficient for us,’’ and “ when Iam weak, 
then am I strong.’’ 

“Thanks be unto God for His unspeak- 
able gift. To His same be all the glory.

As a biography it has the interest of narra- 
tion of facts concerning ancestry, boyhood, 
student life, ministry, missionary advocacy, 
church administration, etc., which would 
naturally be expected. 

But it is more than a biography; itisa 
wonderful iNluminator of the timein which 
we live, and of the sortof Christian charac- 
ter and teaching that this age demands. 
The son is perhaps even more bold than was 
the father in the advocacy of truth, and in 
some respects equally gifted. Indeed, one 
has sometimes to look close for the quotation 
marks, The young man is ofa retiring dis- 

osition, and his health has been somewhat 
impaired. But so well has he improved his 
time in reading and travel (having com- 
passed the globe) that he stands ont, asa 
writer, as a marvel to many. His penetration 
is profound, his knowledge of history sur- 
passing. and his grasp of all that class of 
truth which clusters around the Lerd's 
coming, remarkably clear and tenecious. 
Indeed, we almost hope for the son as effect- 
ive a career asa writer as was that of the 
father asa preacher. We will not mar the 
pleasure of the reader by attempting to state 
what the book contains ia advance, mor en- 
ter upon any criticism of any questionable 
features, asa book-critic is expected to do.
